Paris, Jan. IG.— It is announced 
tlint. the government intendr. proposing 
to the cliaintipr of deputies a prolonga- 
tion of the Anglo-French coniniercinl 
treaty one month. 

Geneva, Jan. 10. — Recent landslips 
in Switzerland are asnribed to frequent 
slight shocks of earthquakes. No less 
than twenty-one sliock.s liavo been oli- 
.vci vfil since Dec. 10th. 

Bki'.lix, Jan. IG. — An association is 
being formed iiero for the promotion of 
bimotalic currency in Germany. 

Paris, Jan. 14, — In the chamber of 
deputies Gatnbetta ascended the tri- 
bune and read his bill for ths revision 
of the constitution. Ths jirincipal 
points of the bill are as fellows : P^ec- 
tion of senators by IjoHi cIluhIjui-.'^, vot- 
ing, separately instead of by the senate 
falone; instead of senatorial delegates 
being chosen by communes one is to be 
elected by each 500 electors and the 
principles of Scrutin UeListe arc to be 
inscribed in the con.stitution,(lcUuls to 
be sub.sequcntly settled by an ordinary 
bill; senate to be deprived of the power 
of restoring items stricken from the 
budget by the chamber of deputies. 
The final chuiso of the bill provides for 
the discontinuance of prayers at the 
opening of the legislature. 

Berlin, Jan. 13. — A dispatih states 
that excitement is caused in parliaiuent 
by the arrest of the .socialist Herr 
Deitzat Stuttgart. 

In the Jklansion liou.se yesterday was 
continued the hearins of tlio npplica- 
cation for a warrant against the iMar- 
quis of Huntly, knight of the thistle 
and former captain in hei- .M.ajcsty's 
corps of gcntloman-at-arms, for obtain- 
ing £2378 from Benjamin Nicholson 
under false pretenses. Tiie Marquis 
disappeared from London in June, 
1881, in consequence of dillicultios 
arising from racing. 

London, Jan. 1:2.— Tlie porte will 
address a protest to the power.s con- 
cerning the Anglo-b'rencli note to 
Egypt.

A dispatch also an- 
nounces the fsiiluro of Lebaiid Son.s, 
merchants in Paris and Bordeaux; 11 
abilities £150,000. 

Flsrald's Paris ^n^'ia!: ' iiiinbetta's 
attitude in the clianibor of tiejmtics to- 
day, on ascending the tribuiio to pro- 
pose the revision of the Walton con 
stitution, was firmer and more nuthori- 
tative than ever. He knew, no doubt, 
that the game he had to play was dan- 
gerous, and he seemed quite resolviMl 
to stand or fall with dignity. A depu- 
tation of the radical loft had this morn- 
ing again endeavored to ascertain his 
determination on the question of a re- 
vision of the senate and of scrutin de 
liate, but Ctesar had finally refused to 
enlighten them before the meeting of 
the chainberj further than by declaring 
that if it wn.s' defeated on a vote the 
cabinet would at once resign. This 
had, not unnaturally, placed the radi- 
cals, who n6\y muster about a hundred 
incmbsrs, into an e.xceediugly bad tem- 
per, and when the president of the 
council began his long and elaborate 
statementoi^ the motives which bad ac- 
tuated the cabinet iu raising thr (pies- 
tioti of a revi.'rion nt this particular mo- 
ment, he was received by the more 'id- 
vanced section of iho chamber in any- 
thing hut an encounifr'nrr manner. His 
usual supporters on tin; lu nch on the 
left and left center meanwhile kept 
perfect silence, while tlio right, having 
nothing to gain or lose in the .struggle, 
seemed thuniBelvcs ullerly indifferent. 



As the reading of the document went 
on, the attitude of the house gresy more 
and more chilling, and when, after an 
hour and a half, Gambetta returned to 
his place on the ministerial bench, not 
a half dozen were heard to ajiplaud 
him.

Re- 
specting this excellent German authority 
itisaflirniod thatthostatement is utterly 
dovoitl|of foundation, and I learn on 
good inforiiiation that Bismarck Las no 
present intention of dissolving parlia- 
ment.

Two'Palaco Oars Toloscopcd and Do- 
atroyed by Piro, 

OuiCAQO, Jan 14. — 'Tlio Cxprcsn 
from Chicago to New York vuachcd 
Albany twenty minutes later tliis after- 
noon owing to the great crowd of legis- 
lators and otlicrs who desired to leiivu 
tho capital. Fifteen additional cai-s 
were put on, eight of them being palace 
coaches. Two engines were also at- 
tached and tho train got under way. 
It was Slled with all the men of note 
and prominence of botli the ropublican 
and democratic parties. Tho Taiinniuiy 
Hall delegation was about tho last to 
arrive at the depot and as all oli>(>r 
cars wera filled they took tho mar car 
Empire. 

The train got under way and when 
at East Albany a signal to stop was r(>- 
ceived and the palacu car, hllewikl, from 
Troy, was hitched at tho roar oiul of 
the train. There wore some ten pasaen- 
gers on board this car. The run was 
aalely made until Spuyten Duyvil junc- 
tion was reached at 7 o'clock, wl.en !i 
heated axle made necessary a stoppage 
to give time to cool. CJontluctor ihaiit 
ford ordered brakomen .Mile:i.s lo sig 
nal tho Tarrytown .special whioh left 
Tarry town at G.35 p. ni. and Spuyt(!n 
Duyvil station at 7.07. The latter train 
was iu charge of Conductor Kvans. 
Milens apparently did not signal pro- 
perly and the Tarry town special, which 
runs at a rate of 2o railos per hour, 
came round a cur; c out of Collin.s' cut 
and struck tlie rear palace cur Idlowood 
in which were twelve passengers. The 
engine ran under ti»e platform into tiie 
caiv-and drove the -Idiewild into tiie 
Empire with such force as to render it 
neqessary to cut it out with saw and 
ax.' 

The stone and \a\u\tn ia ihe pai lor 
cars were upset and ignited the n'ood 
work and upholstery. Passenger.s were; 
jammed between sides and seats of the 
car and held while the flames ro.se 
around and enveloped th'»iii. Of 12 
passengers in theldlewild, 9 are dead, !■ 
being taken in the ambulance to 09th 
street hospital probably fatally u ouuJ- 
ed. Another lady passenger, .Miss 
Daniels, 23 years old, of Bherwood 
house, New York, who was roturniiig 
from a visit to Verniont,i.". badly scald- 
ed about tho arms and breast, ami is 
lying at a hotel near tho scene of the 
accident. Oliver B. Kelly, stove inaii- 
ufacturer of Springshire, Pa., had lii.s 
right arm burned, also his body. Ke 
was taken out of the car by Detective 
Dakin and died at midnight at a hotel. 
Among the passengers were a young 
couple named Valentine from Denning 
ton, Vt., who were married Thui-Kilay 
evening and wore on a wedding tour. 
They wore 19 yearB of age each and 
were accompanied by the groom's fath- 
er, A. B. "Valentine, who (!3ca])od un- 
injured. Both tho young couple might 
have been saved but for the desperate 
clinging of the young bride to her hus- 
band. No other bodies were identified 
up to 1,30 a. m. 

Troy, Jan. M.— B. N. Mar.shal, 
whose body the dispatches state has 
been found in the wreck at Spuyten 
Duyvil, was a learned Jesuit ]>rie.st 
who had been two years jin^t.or of St. 
Michael's church in this city. Ke left 
Troy yesterday afternoon on the ill- 
fated Idiewild to take charge at I'laok- 
well's island. 

Park Valentine's mother has heeii 
invalid for bLk yearain Bonaington, 
and fears are felt that she will not sur- 
vive the shock of her son's death. 
Young Valentine was a graduate of 
the Rensselaer polytochnic in.stituto in 
this city. Hia {father had given him 
an elegantly furnished house in Ben- 
nington, and was intending when he 
returnedfrom his wedding tour to give 
him ail interest in the extensive knit- 
ting mill business. The bodies of 
young Valentino and wife wore imme- 
diately taken to Beuxiington, in wliicli 
village the funeral will occur IMonilay 
afternoon. 

Chas. Melins,thc brakesman accused 
of being tlie cause of the railroad dis- 
aster, was arraigned before the Coro 
ner to-day and admitted to bail in tho 
sum of §5,000, ponding the inquest. 

Tho cars burned brightly un- 
til the last vestige of wood was des- 
troyed. The road was blockaded; but 
at^^^OM o'clock •wrecking trains arrived 
from New York in charge of Superin- 
tendent Toucey and commenced to 
clear the track. Four bodies wore 
burned beyond recognition and are at 
King's Bridge police station, one being 
that of a woman. Five bodies are in 
the room of the hotel, one of wliich is 
scpposed to be Mr. Prindle of Phila- 
delphia. 

Part Valentine and wife, who were 
killed, were married only on Wednes- 
day last. Valentine is a iiepliew of 
Trenor W. Park and was in Inisiiiess 
with his father, A. B. Valentino, one 
of the wealthiest citizens of southern 
Vermont.' ' ' His wife was Mifs Gay- 
lord, of -Nortli Adaina, Mass. They 
were en route to Florida on tiieir 
bridal tour. 

In addition to tlin killed, said to 
number eight, forty or more porsons 
were injured. There wei-e at least DOO 
passengers on the train. Tho hoi l oivs 
of the collision were increased by tho 
6 wo rear cars taking (ire. Some of the 
occupantfi Tvere roasted to death in 
sight of hundreds who were unal)ln to 
r.iscue the helpless passenger.s. Two 
women v/ore seen clasijed in eaeli 
other's arm:- and jammed bejiween the 
framework of one of the cars' and col- 



liding engine.-'^TIfd'ilames quickly lap- 
])ed them into a fiery embrace. 

Nuw YouK, Jan. l-t. — Further par- 
ticulars state that Spinney and Lyman, 
correspondents, were inclosed iu the 
telescoped portion. The roof fell down, 
encasing *theni a^^ box - from -rrh.ich 
there seemed nojescape. Axes were 
brought into speedy use, and a bole cut 
into tho side of the car. Through this 
all were dragged out. Geo. AVin. Cur- 
tis was also rumored at lir.st to have 
been killed, but at a late hour it v.-as 
understood ho escaped. 

The "Tribune" adds: Tho coaches 
took Cro immediately. The shock of 
the collision was terrific iu all tho cars 
of tho Albany train. Passengers were 
thrown from their scats and many in- 
jured. From both trains ])asseugers 
rushed to the wreck and wont to the 
work of rescue. Water was carried 
from the Harlem river and from the 
locomotives and da.shed upon the 
flames, but thu fire ii|)parontly burned 
up brighter and stronger. Some of the 
rescuers were burned about tho hands 
and faces. The groans and cries from 
tho injured wore heard on every side. 

A siiort time before tho disaster oc- 
curred Senator Wagner passed through 
the car containing tho Tammany party, 
and said laughingly, "Ah, liere are all 
the anti nionopoUst,.s.', He addeil, "I 
am oppo.se<l to monopolies myself for 
sometimes thoy smash my cars." Tho 
party laughed at this sally, and Sena- 
tor Wagner j)assed into the coaeli. 
Senator Browning, of tho Tammany 
party, think.s no one was killed in his 
car, but all were more or les.'i in jured 
by tho concussion and (lying glass and 
splinters. Assemblyman Slieeliy was 
badly hurt, 

CSeorgB Wm. Curtis was not in jured. 
Tho body of Senator W'ugnor was it- 
eovered '>.nd I'VOUghl iiere. lie sullered 
this horrible death of burning. Henry 
Hockonbang, a jiassengor, describes the 
horror of the collision *is something in- 
dcGscribably diUaJful. Tho train stop- 
ped for some minutes and ho walked 
back to look out of a rear window in 
tho last car iu which ho was. lie saw 
the engine of the approaching train 
thundering around the curve.and turri- 
ed to run back to the forward eml of 
car, shouting as ho ran towards his fel- 
low-paasongers of their dangei'. All 
startoi! up from their seats, but bc^fore 
he had reached half through the ear a 
shock came a!id he felt liiiiisolf lifted 
up in tho air. Pitcli darkness followed 
on all sides and cries of horror,aiiguisli 
and despair went uj). Then a luriil 
glare was cast through the car from a 
(ire breaking out, and he saw men and 
women straggling to get free from the 
wreck. lie heard a lady, wedged in 
under a seat, calling most pitcously for 
help. Ho tried to aid her, but she was 
hehl fast, and tho lire coinpi:lh'd liiin 
to leave her to her terrible fate. 

Senator Wagner's remains were sent 
down to the city in one of tho dead 
senator's palace cai's. Two hours later 
the remaining seven bodies were 
brought down in an ordinary liaggai^'o 
car, accompanied by C'apt. Yale and 
Coroner Knox. Six of the bodies were 
packed in ice boxes, and the rliarr(!d 
remains of tho seventh was borne on a 
stretcher covered liy (lie fur-lineil cloak 
of Mrs. Valentine, the young bride 
whose wedding tour ended in such a 
horrible death. The car was switched 
otr on a side track when it arrived, 
and was run east of the depot to the old 
freight station at Forty-third street. 
Here coffins were ranged on the floor, 
and upon hastily improvised tables 
were spread the draggled and burned 
giirmcnts and satchels recovered from 
tho wreck to serve as means of identi- 
fying tho unrecognized bodies. Hero 
a black fur muff and a cloak, there a 
broadcloth coat and a hat battered out 
of shape, charred and half consumed 
satchels and bundles, lay scattercil 
about and were examined and regis- 
tered in turn by police oflicialfs, who 
took charge of all property. In one 
there were found clues that led to the 
identification of one of tho bodies as 
that of Rev. E. Marichal. The cleri- 
cal cut of a few tattered rags that were 
yet left of a vest had originally at- 
tracted attention to the man's proba- 
ble profession. The name was written 
on tho fly-leaf of a volume of poems 
and a theological work, but without 
address. His body, like all the others, 
with the single exception of.j lhat of 
Mrs. and Miss Brown, wa:^ burned so 
as to bo unrecognizable. A.s identity 
was established,, a nhcct of paper marked 
with the name and number was tacked 
to the coffin-lid and tho name cliocked 
off on a list with as business like an air 
as if the matter concerned orilinary 
bills of freight handled daily. 
'' Reminders of tho wreck were soon 
on every side, horrible in the extreme. 
Offioialfl at tho Grand Central depot 
exhibited their U3ual exasperating olTI- 
cial ignorance and referred questions 
to higher authority. Up to noon some 
of them said they had barely heard of 
the accident by rumor, etc. Higher 
officials could not bother with reporters 
and haughtily refused to talk. Tho 
following are dead: Senator Wagner, 
Park Valentino, aged 21, Bennington, 
Vt.; jVIrs. Valentine, age 19, North 
Adams, Mass.; Oliver B. Keeloy, 
Spring City, Pp.; D. L. -Rtinsom, guest 
of the Hoffman Hoiise; Rev. F. Mar- 
shall, residence not given; I^Iins j\raud 
Brown, 4-13 West .O.'kl street, Now 
York, and a man unknown. All the 
injured, with tho exception of iMiss 
Mary Daniel, guest of the Sherwood 
House, were able to go to their homes, 
and fto list was kept by tho police. M'i9.s 
Daniels was seriou.sly liurned, luit will 
probably recover. 

Senator Wagner was hoard to :(ay 
immediately after the collision, and 
while tho flames were ljurning fiercely 
in the car ho was in: "For God's sake, 
help inc. I am under the bar.s." All 
eflbrts to save him proved^ unavailing. 
His friends were driven back by tlio 
fire, and the voice was soon stilled.

Particulars of Kmo. Bernard's fioath. 



Si'iiiNci'iKi.n, Ills., Jan. 111. — The 
local situation is more threatening. 
Some of lho.se who attended the small- 
po.\ " liolines.'i meeting " on Sunday 
night resided in tlic country and had 
gone home out of reach of tho telephone 
anil remote from po:i!oflu'es. A case 
was brought in to-night from Williams 
ville on tlio local freight. The mayor 
had been notified iu season and tho 
man was at once transferred from tho 
train to tlie pest-house. Tho rolling 
mill company is arrangiiig to vaccinate 
I "tOO employes, and vaccination i.s of- 
fered gratuitously b\' the local bnar(l ot' 
health to indigent persons. 

iSmall-pcx has appeared in all the 
largo cities. 

RiciLMOND, Jan. 1-1. — Mmc. Caro 
line Richings-Bernard died at lialf-jiast 
livo last night of anmllpo.x, after an ill- 
ness of thirteen days. During the jiast 
three ilays she was delirious and before 
that her sullerings were inton.se. She 
had sniall-po.x of the most virulent 
type. As an infant she was vaccinat- 
ed but had. never been vaccinated 
after. A few days before she was 
stricken a lady friend visiting her com 
mentcd on tho great spread of small- 
pox throughout the country, and urged 
iier to be vaccinated, but slio declined, 
saying it was needless. It is supposed 
she took the disease from one of hnr 
pupils.' The night before it broke out, 
and when, in fact, she was complaining 
of feeling badly, she visited the theatre 
and witnessed tho performance of "Pa- 
tience " by tho Comloy-Barton Compa- 
ny. As she loft the theatre on her 
way homo she observed to a friend that 
though fooling .sick she enjoyed tho 
opera. Next day she sent for a doctor 
who told her she had the sinall-pox. 
Some singular facts in connection with 
her illness are recalled by superstitious 
friends. A few days before her sick 
neas she celebrated tho thirteenth anni- 
versary of her marriage at a dinner 
party of friends gathered in honor of 
the occasion. There were thirteen peo- 
ple present and her denth occurred on 
the 13th of the month. Those who re- 
tain a superstitious terror of the num- 
ber thirteen have commented freely on 
these fact.s. The burial certificate states 
that Mrs. Bernard was born in Lon- 
don, was aged 49, and came to Ameri- 
ca at the age of one year.

Mr. .Iiistico flray .said hia present idea 
wua that there was no use going l)ryond 
till- .Act of |{.

U'lM. If the poaititm of the attorney gen- 
eriil could not he sustained by anytliing 
in the Act of 1!. N. A. it coidd not besu.s- 
taincd at all. 

The attorney general proceeded to coni- 
niont up(iii the ineinuranduni. 

Mr. Ju.stico (iray — Vou can't lie tlu' 
court down to that nionioraiuluiu as ymi 
might to a law. The nu'inoraiuluni was 
moroly submitted to guide you. Did you 
not ta.ko tlie B. N. A. Act as your guide 
wliLMi you went into contederatiou '. 

Tlie Attorney General — Yes. 

Mr. Justice Oraj' — Weil, therein the 
constitution and powers of tlio court nro 
defined. 

The Attorney (ieiieral — I am aware of 
that, hut when a inenioraiulum is handed 
to ine to controvert I wisli tn dn it if 1 
can. 

The Chief Justice — (ui on, Mr. .Attor- 
ney. The point, however, is of no value. 

The Attorney General — Then 1 
shall say no inoro on that jjoint. 
-AH my labor on the lueuiorauduiu is lost. 
In one respect it is incorrect. 1 ilo not 
think it was put in to mislead me. 

Mr. Justice Crease— On the contrary, 
to help you. 

The attorney general read from tlie 
memorandum to show thftt the Chief Jns- 
tico had nsod the words constitution of 
courts. 

The Chief .lusticc' — [ said organization, 
which is widely diU'crent froi.i constitu- 
tion. 

The attorney general contended that 
the terms were synonymous as used in 
the memorandum. Ho referred to an 
act which'had been drawn by the Chief 
Justice iUidl^tlisivUowcd by the homo gov- 
ernment. 

The Chief Justice — That was a very 
useful and proper act, when the state of 
the country was considered. It was dis- 
allowed because the home authorities did 
not understand tho situation of matters 
here nor the character of the judge. 
Any judge unless he was a fool or lauivo 
could administer justice under thai 
act. 

In correction of the attorney general 
thu Chief .Inatice and Mr. Justice Crease 
said that they held iniperifd coniinissions 

as judges. 

I'ho attorney general next considered a 
statement of Rlr. Justice Crea.so in tho 
McLean case to show thnv an act wliicli 
tho learned judge had referred to im puli- 
lishod in tlio Gazette had never, in point 
of fact, been published therein. Ke re- 
ferred next to the decision of tho judges 
on tho right of tho court to grant divorces 
remarking that ho did not know what was 
the opinion of ■ Mr. Justice (rr.iy on that 
point. 

Mr. Justice Gray — Of course not; no 
one else does. That is because the govern- 
ment will not go to tho expense of print- 
ing judgments. That is tlu; worst point 
in your character, Mr. Attorney Oencral: 
your poor ocnnoiny in not printing t!ie 
judgments of this court. Question afti-r 
ijueation arise and arc settled and no one 
knows anything about them. Divorces 
take place and families .ire scp.iratod and 
no one knows why itisdone. Iwishlcould 
employ stronger language in denunciation 
of the courso of tlic governincnt in this 
respect. 

The Attorney-General — An appropn.i- 
tion for the purpose was made by the hv 
gislaturo. Why tho judgments were not 
published I do not know. 

Mr. T. Davie — Mr. Fell prepared a lot 
of judgnioiits,but thegovornment wots'/hi't 
publish them. 

The Attorney-Gcner.ll— That was be- 
cause the Benchers i cqueslod us not to do 
so. 

'I'ho Attorney-flenoral contiiniod at 
great length to reviow the musty |)ro- 
elamatioiis and acts of a [last er.i. lie 
(pioted laws as late as ISTO to i;luus that 
the legislature had cNorcisod autliority 
over Olo, ooui;*!?. [ • 

Mr. Justi'io {! ray —TJie court is boiiiui 
to carry out any laws thai c.mo uilliin 
the purview of the province. 

The Attorniiy-fJenoral enntended that 
this .is a provincial, not r. Dominion court. 

Mfr Jufflioe ■ Gray made two or thre?! 
attempts to spe.ak and being interrupted 
by tho Attornoy-Gcneral, 

Mr. Justice Gray said ho expected tho 
Attori^eyj'Gsnerfil tg litsurliim to ilie end

refer to officers but to their duties. 

The attorney-general iiroceeded with 
his contention that the clause did not re- 
fer to provincial ofticevs but only Domin- 
ional ones.

Tho Chief .lustice — Mr. Attorney s 
meaning is that all ollicers who perforuifil 
mixc'l duties belonged exclusively to tho 
I'vovince, and those only who did Domin- 
icn work exclusively belonged to the Do- 
minion. 

Tho attorney-general again repeated his 
contention with regard to the interpreta- 
tions ho placed upon the sections dealing 
with tho duties of provincial anct Bom'in- 
ional ollicers. ITc then referred to sec- 
ticui of tho D. X. A. Ael. providing f.u 
tho appoint o.u'ut of [uovinciai judges. 

'J' le Chief Justice roniarked that the 
judges I'f the Suiireiue t!oiiit could not 
be removed jroiu idliee by the proviiu'ial 
gnvcrnmeiit but mdy by the tioveriior- 
Getioral and the House of Qomntoiis. 

Th" nttorney-genoral cnntendcd'that the 
decision of Mr. J ustice Mnrrisiui of t>n- 
tario, in which the learned judges seemed 
to rely very niueh h;ul lieen overruled 
subaenuently. 

The Chief Justice doubled 

Hon. Justice (iray could not decide the 
(piestion; hut knew that that jiid^'s au- 
thwitycanio to tho very saii-iblenonclusion 
that thoJ'.irJgos and otticir.ls of the Doiniii 
ion couhl not be tu.xed. 

The attorney-general .again staieil that 
his position w.os that under sectinu '.Kithe 
judges wore provincial oflicers. 

Hop.. Justice Gray was surprised at the 
argument of the r.ttorney-general that the 
judges ^vere provincial oflicers. ltw!»san 
encroachment upon the prerogative rights 
of the Dominion. He did not see how Iv 
constitutional man could assume such "a 
position. 

The attorney-general would tisk the 
learnod judge to look at the secticui,for it 
was plain English. 

A long argument here ensued between 
the learned judge and the atlorney-gen- 
er.ll. 

Finally Hon. Justice Graysaid he would 
tak edown tho argument.biit iho attorney- 
general as a constitutional mart^ would be 
exceedingly sorry to have it carried out. 

Tho attornoy-general reiterated his as- 
sertion that the judges were provincial 
oflicers. 

Hon. .Justice Gray— .Ami nothing else .' 
Arc they nut Domiiiioiial oflicers as well, 
for they have to perform duties for the' 
Dominion as wellas' for the province! / 

'J'he attovney-gonend then referred to 
and explained section of the I'. N. .A. 
Act. yection l'_"J was designated one of 
tho iiiost important sections in tho .Act. 
Sub- section 14 of section was likewise 
referred to in support of his argument. 
Criminal Courts had descended through 
section 120 to tlie province, and, there- 
fore, they can be dealt with by its legis- 
lature. Asa provincial Court the provin- 
cial legislature had full power over it. 

Hon. Justice Gray — The legislature had 
full power to make laws, but it did not 
carry them out. The judges had to do 
that. 

The attorney-general contended that 
tiie 1!. N. A. Act gav the provincial leg- 
islature full power ill the administration 
of justice, and therefore it had power 
over the judges. This Court was a colon- 
ial Court and as it was never .in Imperial 
one it must necessarily be a prnvincial 
one. 

Hun. Justice Gray here explained at 
Kome length tlie section of the B. N. .\. 
Act which the .ittorney-genenal had un- 
der consideration. 

g^lt was here discovered that tho nuniber- 
ing in tho copy of tho B: N. A. Act used 
by tlu- attorney -general was wrung; and 
lion, .lustice Gray remarked that perhaps 
that e.x[)laiiied why i\Ir. Attorney w.ia al- 
together wrong. Uc pointed out that the 
Dominiiin government could not remove 
a provincial ofKcer, but it could remove 
one belonging to the Dominion and that 
lie ennsidcred was the grand distinction 
between ,i pinviiicial and a Domiiuimal 
ollicer. 

The iitti'i iicy-genoral pursued hi.i argu-, 
meiit at considerable length and contend- 
ed that the difVerent Courts were expect- 
eil to give and take in these matters. It 
was preaumed that provir.cial legislatures, 
liiiwever aui.'dl, •.voulil deal intelligently 
with those (|Ue.stions. 

Hon. .Jdstice Gray called the attention 
of the attorney-general to section 28, and 
remarked that the judges were conscien- 
tiiuialy desirous of carrying out the law 
and they would carry it out if tluiy could 
be convinced tliat it is the law. He re- 
ferred to the local act on the silting of 
thu full Court once again. If, therefore, 
tho legislature could limit the sittiiig of 
the full Court to one year they could 
limit the sitting to once iji five- qr six 
years and thus deprive, suitors of every 
opportunity of a hearing and utterly ruin 
them in consequence. 

Mr. Attorney-General admitted that 
hardships mi^ht occur; .,but.^ it was not 
likely that such a contingency would hap- 
pen. ' ' " " ' . . ' _ ^ 

Hon. .lustice Gray rcm.irkcd'~atiSOD,je 
length that .'jucli 'egislatioii was in direct 
ojiposition to Jfagua Cliarta and if allow- 
alile would overthrow all the Icgial.ation 
of the Doniiiiioii. He wished to know of 
Mr. Attorney if the local leuislature'Could 
be considered to have tho power to- over- 
set and ovortlirow all Dominion legisla- 
tion ; 

The attorney-gnncral contended that 
the local legislature had that povceihaJt: 



liini('\'^ tho sitting of the 
iril court to once it oear. The legislature 
li/.d power t(j deal with the court, ho again 
lionteudctl, under the 13. N. A. Act and 
it had supreme power iu judicial 
matters. If such were not the case then 
tlie decisions of the lord chancellor of 
England, thoso of distinguialied judges 
.wd eminent kvwyers who had been 
judges were uf no avail whatever. ,Tf the 
judges could come to any other conclu- 
sion thoy would decide contrary to all tho 
aiithovitioa that might be cited. He con- 
tinued on the absurdity of supposing Uiat 
Ibcal legislatures wore not poasesaed of 
common sense. What would become of 
the judges if the legislature should very 
foolishly cut oil' all expenditure with re- 
ference to tho administration of justice. 

Hon. liiaticc Gray — Oh, we would dravr 
our .salari.'M very comfortably and do 
nothing. Ti;at v.-ould be easy enough, 
lii suclt a n«intingency new courts would 
have to bo found- 

Tlio Cliiif Ju.stice remarked ^ti reply to 
the attovi.oy i;(Mioial liiat a.iy now court 
could tioi ip'...'i-'ere with tho rights of this 
court. 

The .I'l -rney general entirely dissented 
from Uii) proposition of tho Chief Justice. 
There <,i'=dd not be the slightest doubt 
that til.- U'iii.^kturo had all tho powers 
he eonu;;:.;.;evI belonged to it. The 
provincial legislature could est.ablish .a 
Court of A vpo.ll to-morrow that would 
have compleff control of tho Supremo 
Court. Vie obo otod to the term Supreme 
Court, it v.-.''j) only a Superior Court, He 
then rL'fe;>-otl to the (]ue3tiou of rules "f 
procedvio ..'nd pr.ictico. 

Hou, ./u-jfico Gr.iy contended that if 
the .iltornoy .t^eueral's arguments vrcre 
valid 'iviti, i*furoi;co to tho powers of tho 
local le|,'(B]i4tMV0 then it- followed as a 
matter c- '•'■•i.rso they had fuJl power in 
procedure ■■■.l practice. 

Tlie aii'.f iiey general proceeded with 
hi.s M u nt on his last proposition on 
prociHiuui. 

Hop .lustice <lr.iy v.i.shed toknowivhe- 
thor, if till' legi.-i'.ature has power, as the 
attorney !/• 'len .i had contended, to draw 
uj) rules of prc-eduro and practice, has 
thiit legislaiLire ;-.,illi(U'ity power to dele- 
gate that >;g!il to t!ie atlornoy general or 
anybody e.^.- ? He wanted that point 
cleared u;). 

Tho attouei' general called tho atten- 
tion of hon. Justice Gray to the fact that 
ill old colonial days tho legislature had 
the power to appoint persons to attend to 
those matters, and he contended that tho 
present legislature had the same power, 
lie then referred to tho Judicature Act 
of Ontario, 18Si, where the statutory rules 
had been altered and stated why this 
had been done. Cliitty'a General 
I'lMcticj, V'.i. .'(, was referred to as show- 
ing the manner in y.hich rules, of court 
originated in different courts until they 
become so conflicting that legislation had 
to be resorted to with regard to them. A 
code of rules had' b^^iu .hnpprted from 
England and th'oy''li!i3"l3o"cbhio statutory 
so far as they would apply. On the ques- 
tii'i! of practice lie woulil [iiit mi tho judg- 
ments of their hardships. One <if them, 
.Saunders ri. Keed, by the Chief Justice; 
Harvey r.^. Lorjioratinn, by Mr. Justice 
Crea.se; and .Saiinder-. Irving, jMr. .lus- 
.lice Gray — onefortauu of the judges. It 
ivas contended in thoso judgments that 
the Govcriiof-iii-Council had the power 
to make rules, and he would leave them 
with the Court. 

The Cliiof Justi-p remarked that since

tion of three short bits; had been at the 
till a short time before and then there 
was between S-l and .?5 in silver in it ; 
asked the prisoner for tho money, but ho 
said "no s;ibee;"scnt for a policeman and 
(lie prisoner was taken into custody. 

Prisoner denied taking the money and 
said that the man had ahilHiigs of his own; 
Ho only wanted a bottle of brandy and 
the money was to pay for it. 

Edward B.ikor, sworn— Just as he was 
going to the dining room caught sight of 
p.'isoner coming from behind tho bar; 
looked at him strongly and Mr. Ellis 
turned round and sawhim and said, "hold 
on, John." The rest of tho evidence was 
corroboiiitivo of that of lust witness. 

In reply to tho Court prisoner said ho 
had not been in the city long.

The ste.imship Eureka, Capt. Carroll, 
arrived at I! o'clock yesterday morning 
from Juno City, Sitka and AVrangol.
